The L-1 set was a training set for the direction finding of 

25X1 aircraft. It was based on the principle that the trainee had ~ 
to take the bearings of a movine aircraft model. If he located 
the plane, a scale indicated its altitude, and flaring lights 
showed its speed. ‘the set looked rather primitive and was to 
be produced at a cost of 10,000 Dii (Hast). 


2. The A-1 set was a training set for fighter pilots.- It con- 
sisted of the instructor's switch desk, the simulated pilot's 
seat and control stick of the traines, a screen, and a pro- 

jeetine lantern or cinematographic projector*.

A preliminary order for 200 sets was placed for 1950. 


c. Apart from the definite working-out of the clirouit diagrams 
and the descriptions, the construction work for this set was 
completed. The original difficulties of co-relating the move- 
ments of the plane on the screen and the effect of the control 
actions to conditions existing in reality were successfully 
solved, according to source. It was decided to build the set 
in two versions:
